Fighting  Cats  tip  Denver 
sport  21  wins,  11  defeats

BYU’s  fighting  Cougars  did  the  nearly  impossible  last 
Monday  night,  beating  Denver,  75-50,  to  cop  the  Skyline  Six 
conference  crown.  After  four  straight  losses  had  reduced  their 
chances  to  mere  mathematics,  the  Watts-coached  Cats  came 
fighting  back  to  sweep  their  last  six  games  and  take  the  covet- 
ed title. 

The  Cougars  have  been  so  hot  that  no  team  has  come 
within  ten  points  of  them  for  the  last  six  games.  In  three 
against  the  two  toughest  teams 
in  the  loop,  the  Provo  five  made 
a shambles  of  each  contest  early 
in  tl^e  first  half,  and  went  on  in 
the  second  period  to  easy  victor- 


No  single  hero  can  be  chosen 
from  the  team  that  made  its 
stretch  drive  pay  off.  Joe  Nelson, 
at  his  greatest  in  the  two  Wy- 
oming games,  proved  to  one  and 
all  that  he  is  of  All-American 
calibre.  Mel  Hutchins,  the  big, 
graceful  center,  worked  his  magic 
off  the  boards  in  all  the  tilts.  Ro- 
land Minson  capped  his  return 
to  last  season’s  form  with  a bril- 
liant 19  point  performance  against 
Denver  in  the  championship 
game. 

The  guards  came  in  for  a 
large  share  of  the  credit,  too. 
Jack  Whipple  scintillated 
with  his  peerless  floorwork 
amid  thread-needle  shooting. 
Dick  Jones,  long  the  forgotten 
member  of  the  BYU  outfit, 
was  the  man  of  the  hour  with 
his  defensive  performance 
and  timely  shooting. 

Coach  Stan  Watts  had  his 
opponents  carefully  analyzed, 
and  to  him  must  go  a major 
portion  of  the  credit  for  pro- 
ducing a conference  champ- 
ion. His  men  seemed  to  echo 
this  opinion  when  they  tri- 
umphantly carried  him  off  the 
floor  last  Monday  night.  The 
defense  that  the  Cats  wove 
about  Wyoming  and  their 
murderous  fast  break  were 
products  of  his  coaching  skill. 
The  Cougars  started  their  sea- 
son like  the  championship  team 
that  pre-season  blurbs  had  built 
them  up  to  be.  The  team  swept 
through  six  straight  games,  taking 
the  conference  tourney  en  route, 
before  losing  their  first  of  the 
season  to  Pepperdine  at  the  Los 
Angeles  Invitational  Tournament. 

The  Cats  lost  four  more  before 
they  took  their  evasive  seventh 
victory  of  the  season  from  Loyola 
of  Chicago.  This  gave  them  a pre- 
season record  of  seven  wins  and 
five  losses. 

To  the  disappointment  of 
all  their  fans,  the  Cougars 
then  opened  their  conference 
schedule  with  two  losses  to 
Wyoming  at  Laramie,  the 
second  one  a humiliating  53- 
27  setback.  But  the  team  re- 
bounded nicely  to  beat  Den- 
ver, 63-45,  the  first  of  eight 
straight  wins. 

That  skein,  in  turn,  came 
to  an  abrupt  halt  when  the 
Cats  traveled  east  to  face 
Denver  and  Colorado  A & M 


twice.  They  lost  all  three,  the 
losses  to  the  Rams  being  es- 
pecially harmful  because  they 
were  totally  unexpected.  As 
it  subsequently  turned  out, 
they  were  the  only  two  con- 
ference wins  of  the  season  for 
the  youthful  Rams. 

Even  the  return  to  the  more 
familiar  scenery  of  the  Beehive 
state  didn’t  help  BYU  as  they 
lost  to  Utah  at  Salt  Lake  City,  56- 
42.  But  once  the  team  got  down 
into  the  confines  of  the  Spring- 
ville  gym,  they  were  unbeatable. 
They  left  the  “cracker  box”  only 
once  in  their  last  six  games.  That 
was  the  game  at  Logan,  which 
the  Watts  five  took,  63-35. 

The  Cats  wound  up  their  con- 
ference schedule  with  a record 
of  14  victories  and  six  defeats  for 
a percentage  of  .700.  Their  sea- 
son mark  stands  at  21  wins  and 
11  losses,  a .656  clip.

Paul  Hickey  managed  to 
keep  Denver  somewhat  in  the 
running  with  his  accurate 
shooting  from  outside.  The 
Cougars  led  at  20-12,  25-14, 
29-18  and  near  the  end  of  the 
first  half  brcTfce  through  for 
eight  straight  points  and  a 
37-21  halftime  advantage. 

The  second  half  saw  the 
Cougars  get  off  to  a slow 
start  hut  Denver  could  do 
little  better.

Minnie  ■ 
was  at  his  season’s  best  making 
good  on  9 shots  in  17  attempts. 

Paul  Hickey  and  Dale  Toft 
shared  third  place  scoring  honors 


with  18  apiece.  Hickey,  a senior, 
played  his  last  college  game  on 
Monday  night  and  it  was  possibly 
his  best. 

The  game  Pioneers  were  no 
match  for  BYU  as  they  ap- 
peared beaten,  as  Wyoming 
had  also,  before  the  game  ev- 
en got  under  way.  The  Coug- 
ars looked  classy  and  dis- 
played that  same  fine  shoot- 
ing eye  that  has  carried  them 
through  their  last  few  games. 

One  of  the  highlights  of 
the  game  was  “Tiny”  Toone’s 
first  basket  of  the  conference 
season  and  another  was  D. 
Ray  Fullmer’s  only  shot  of 
the  conference  race,  a one 
hand  heave  from  about  60 
feet  out  in  the  dying  seconds 
of  the  game.

Joe  Nelson,  to  the  surprise  of 
absolutely  no  one,  wound  up  with 
all  sorts  of  scoring  crowns  for 
the  1949-50  season.

Mlnny,  who  has  hit  his  stride 
again  lately  after  a mid-season 
slump,  tallied  383  points.  Mel 
Hutchins,  the  third  member  of 
BYU’s  potent  scaring  trio,  bag- 
ged 360. 

All  of  the  Cougars  broke 
inite  the  scoring  column,  al- 
though Tiny  Toone  waited  till 
the  last  minutes  of  the  last 
conference  game  of  the  seas- 
on to  dunk  a bucket  in  loop 
Play. 

The  guards  divided  scoring 
honors  rajther  evenly,  with 
Bob  Craig  taking  the  top 
mark  of  149  markers.

Thanks  to  one  of  the  U’s  “free  thinking”  editors  the  school’s 
Centennial  celebration  was  given  a stiff  kick  in  the  neck  that  was, 
under  the  sober  circumstances,  about  as  timlely  as  a hiccup  under 
water. 

The  editor  in  question.  Miss  Carol  Jean  Vendell,  is 
(or  was)  the  bold  leader  of  the  “Pen,”  the  U’s  literary 
magazine.  Miss  Vendell  came  up  with  the  faux  pas  of  the 
century  last  week  with  the  publication  of  a most  indigestible 
array  of  anti-Mormon  literature.  Featuring  a trio  of  partic- 
ular articles  aimed  at  the  more  vulnerable  parts  of  the  LDS 
faith,  the  Pen  added  very  little  to  the  spirit  of  the  -cen- 
tennial and  left  many  a reader  wondering  about  the  “pro- 
gress” of  the  school. 

Written  in  the  glossy  literary  style  of  the  modern  masters  of 
inuendo,  the  Pen  listed  such  contributors  as  Bernard  DeVoto,  Fawn 
Brodie,  Will  Jarvis  III  and  Vardis  Fisher.

It  wasn’t  too  long  ago  that  the  sister  publication  of  the  Univer- 
siy  of  Utah’s  Pen,  the  humor  magazine  “Unique,”  was  given  the  ax 
for  it’s  outhouse  approach  to  humor.  Of  course  general  debunking 
of  established  institutions  and  off  color  * gags  are  as  common  as 
saddle  shoes  on  our  American  campuses,  but  occasionally  these 
practices  backfire  in  their  respective  cultures. 

It  might,  however,  work  to  somebody’s  advantage.  Perhaps 
some  of  our  Salt  Lake  brethren  will  awaken  to  the  fact  that  a feW 
endowments  bent  for  the  BYU  would  be  just  as  capably  administered 
and , probably  just  as  productive. 

One  thing  for  sure — at  least  it  wouldn’t  be  working 
against  them.

BYU  farmers 
improve  cows 

Brigham  Young  University’s 
largest  lab  is  a tweny-four  acre 
plot  of  fertile  ground.  The  coll- 
ege students  using  this  expanse 
are  animal  husbandry  majors  and 
others  taking  agricultural  courses. 

Grant  S.  Richards,  associate 
professor  of  animal  husbandry 
and  manager  of  the  BYU  farm, 
says  about  the  little  known  cam- 
pus feature,  “The  purpose  of  the 
university  farm  is  to  provide 
practical  training  for  students  wh° 
are  taking  classes  in  our  de- 
partment.” 

A secondary  reason  for  the 
dairy  ranch  is  to  provide  milk 
for  the  school  cafeterias.  Current- 
ly the  farm,  located  3 miles  north 
of  Provo,  supplies  milk  for  sev- 
eral of  the  school  eating  estab- 
lishments. Ultimately  the  entire 
school  usage  of  milk  will  be  tak- 
en care  of  by  the  “Y”  farm. 

Twenty  cows,  six  bulls  and 
numerous  other  farm  animals 
inhabit  the  24  acres  now. 
Emphasis  is  being  placed  on 
the  raising  of  quality  stock 
and  soon  the  herds  will  be 
greatly  increased^ 

A sub-farm  is  located  within 
the  city  limits  near  Rainbow  Gar- 
dens, and  many  acres  are  planted 
in  hay  each  year  to  provide  feed 
for  the  ranch  animals. 

Over  thirty  agricultural  classes 
are  now  on  the  BYU  cirricular 
and  most  of  these  use  the  univ- 
ersity ranch  for  lab  work.  The 
standard  class  consists  of  tfyree 
lectures  and  one  afternoon  at  the 
farm  per  week.  Professor  Henry 
Nicholes  and  Instructor  Phillip

The  dairy  farm,  purchased  four 
years  ago  next  month,  offers  stu- 
dents a variety  of  laboratory  op- 
portunities. Perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant non-academic  function  of 
the  ranch  is  the  artificial  insem- 
ination program  which  supplies 
the  area  around  Provo  with  choice 
•bull  A-l  service.  The  six  bulls 
owned  by  the  university  are  a- 
mong  the  finest  in  the  state. 

One  class,  offered  in  the 
spring,  deals  with  fitting  and 
showing  in  preparation  for 
horse  shows.  Each  student  in 
the  class  is  loaned  a horse 
to  prepare  for  the  state  show 
held  during  the  early  summer
